Mr. Kammer expects cas- 
tapes to make the dif- 
ference although, at this 
point, their quality is inferior 
to that of-the cartridge tape 
players found in many cars. 

He said that as soon as the 
players: are’ suitable for use 
in the home, records and rec- 
ord players will. vanish.” 

“With tapes, you don’t have 
to worry about scratching.” 
he said. 

However. there ‘are still 
many disadvantages to tape

Tapes, at present, cost the 
purchaser in most cases twice 
as much as records. Most 
tapes are priced at approxi- 
mately $8.

has learned that a number of 
Moira’ Lake ‘cottagers in re- 
cent years have been purchas- 
ing terrazzo waste from the 
Madoc marble quarries and 
are using it to aid in devclop- 
ment of beaches in. front of 
their properties. 
The terrazzo is spread on the 
ice and drops to the bottom 
in the spring covering the 
mud bottem. The terrazzo is 
then covered with sand to de- 
velop a beach. 

But tests of the terrazzo 
have shown that it contains 
from three to six per cent 
phosphate which could add 
to the pollution of the lake.

(In point of fact, I believe a 
Kenuinely creative person 
would do more good to a busi- 
ness organization than these 
tycoons do good for colleges, 
orchestras and art museums.

While mouthing the plati- 
tudes of “democracy,” we 
practice pure plutocracy in 
our educational and cultural 
lives.

Biologist Tells Results 
Of Snow Geese Study 


Snow geese and Blue geese 
were the topics of discussion 
at the March mecting of the 
Quinte Field Naturalists held 
at the Research Institute. 

Terry Sprague of Big Island, 
author of “Birds of Prince 
Edward County” introduced 
the “speaker of ‘the evening, 
Dr. Fred Cooke, Queen’s Un- 
{versity biology professor, now 
in the midst of several years 
of study of these birds. 

Dr. Cooke said that while
